of  the 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1970 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hove. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970.  The  text  of  the  report  indicates  that  the  health  of  the 
Borough  remains  at  a satisfactory  level. 

The  medical  staff  situation  during  the  year  was  very  critical,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  I was  the  only  established  Medical  Officer  on 
the  staff,  and  I had  to  carry  much  of  the  specialised  clinical  work  and 
all  the  administration  of  this  active  Health  Department,  with  responsi- 
bility for  90,000  inhabitants.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  a number  of 
regular  doctors  willing  to  do  sessional  work  in  our  clinics  and  schools, 
and  without  their  help,  for  which  I am  most  grateful,  the  medical 
work  of  the  department  would  grind  to  a halt.  As  I write  I can  state 
that  I shall  shortly  have  a Senior  Medical  Officer  to  help  me  in  my 
work,  and  he  will  be  very  welcome. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  the  same  as  last  year.  There  was  no 
increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer  or  coronary  heart  disease,  a fact 
which  surprises  me.  Total  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer,  cerebro- 
vascular disease  and  bronchitis/Emphysema  have  decreased.  How 
grateful  we  would  be  if  this  trend  could  continue. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a decrease  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  from 
18.0  in  1969  to  12.0  for  1970.  Can  it  be  said  that  this  welcome  change 
is  due  in  the  main  to  the  efforts  of  those  who  advise  on  sex  education 
and  family  planning?  It  must  be  obvious  that  to  prevent  an  unwanted 
pregnancy  is  preferable  to  its  termination  with  all  the  psychological 
affects,  particularly  on  the  young  unmarried  teenager. 

A most  unsatisfactory  figure  is  the  increase  in  the  death  rate  of 
infants  under  one  year.  The  majority  of  these  deaths  were  due  to 
prematurity  and  congenital  malformation,  a fact  which  amply 
illustrates  the  need  for  more  and  more  research. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  diphtheria  is 
to  be  expected  in  present  day  reports.  Computerisation  of  immunisa- 
tion and  vaccination  records,  which  is  almost  complete  in  Hove,  will 
ensure  that  this  state  of  affairs  continues.  One  would  also  expect  to 
report  a decrease  in  the  incidence  of  measles  and  food  poisoning.  It 
is  perhaps  too  early  to  expect  results  from  our  measles  immunisation 
programme,  but  with  time  measles  will  be  as  rare  as  whooping  cough. 
Continued  work  bythe  Public  Health  Inspectors  must  help  to  keep  Food- 
poisoning at  bay.  Food  can  become  contaminated  during  manufacture, 
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preparation,  storage  and  serving.  The  more  it  is  handled  the  greater 
the  risk  of  contamination.  Personal  hygiene  has  priority  when  it 
comes  to  prevention,  and  this  is  stressed  by  our  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  A case  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  a Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  with  sole  responsibility  for  all  food  premises. 

One  of  the  major  tasks  of  any  Local  Authority  is  to  provide  adequate 
and  suitable  accommodation  for  all  its  inhabitants.  Hove  has  a very  high 
proportion  of  elderly,  many  of  them  living  in  accommodation  which 
is  not  suitable  because  it  is  too  large.  Those  with  families  are  often 
inadequately  housed  and  because  they  are  not  on  the  housing  list  or 
have  not  been  on  it  for  three  years,  are  not  usually  considered  for 
rehousing.  If  some  kind  of  exchange  or  redistribution  could  be 
achieved  many  of  our  housing  problems  could  be  reduced.  It  is  now 
time  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  a system  operated  by  many 
Authorities,  where  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  sought  when 
this  is  desirable  on  medical  grounds,  irrespective  of  whether  the 
housing  applicant  is  on  the  housing  list. 

With  an  eye  to  the  future  our  personal  health  services  are  becoming 
more  outward  looking,  with  closer  ties  developing  with  the  hospitals, 
general  practitioners  and  neighbouring  authorities.  This  is  all  to  the 
good  as  we  are  certain  the  patient  is  benefiting  greatly  from  such 
changes. 

During  1970  the  Local  Government  Social  Services  Act  was  passed 
in  Parliament.  This  Act  proposed  the  setting  up  of  a new  Social 
Services  Department  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  Children’s 
and  Welfare  Departments  as  well  as  certain  sectors  of  the  Health 
Department.  As  I write,  the  Mental  Health,  Home  Help  Services  and 
the  Day  Nursery  are  now  part  of  this  new  department.  The  employees 
in  these  services  have  always  given  excellent  service  and  the  Area 
Officer  of  the  East  Sussex  Social  Services  Department  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  be  getting  such  a hardworking  and  loyal  staff.  I would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  them  for  their  many  years  of  hard 
work  and  I am  sure  they  will  continue  to  give  the  same  excellent 
service  in  their  new  department. 

In  1974,  this  Authority  will  hand  over  the  personal  health  services 
to  the  new  Area  Health  Board.  However,  there  will  still  be  much  for 
this  Health  Authority  to  do,  i.e.  noise  control,  atmospheric  pollution, 
food  safety  and  hygiene,  control  of  communicable  diseases  and 
nuisances,  as  well  as  dealing  with  housing  matters,  control  of  pests, 
insects,  etc. 

Finally  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  brother  officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  help  during  the  year.  My  own  staff  deserve 
all  my  praise  and  gratitude  for  their  endurance  and  loyalty.  I would 
also  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health,  Welfare  and  Staff  Committees, 
and  Committee  members  for  their  support  and  co-operation.

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Hove. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  working  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year. 

Last  year  I began  my  report  by  commenting  on  the  statistics  of 
inspections  and  improvements  and  remarked  upon  the  constant 
pressure  to  keep  pace  with  demands  on  the  service.  This  year  has 
again  been  no  exception  to  this,  and  the  reduced  total  figures  for 
inspections  and  visits  has  been  primarily  brought  about  by  the  vacancy 
for  a Public  Health  Inspector  throughout  the  year  and  changes  in 
staff.  The  post  previously  occupied  by  Mr.  Barker  remained  unfilled 
throughout  the  year  and  Mr.  Cranmer  resigned  his  post  on  the 
1st  March,  1970.  This  post  was  not  filled  until  Mr.  McClymont, 
Student  Public  Health  Inspector,  qualified  and  subsequently  filled  the 
post  in  July.  Staff  changes  and  shortage  in  the  clerical  section  were 
almost  catastrophic.  Miss  Barnes  departed  in  April  and  Miss 

Kolakowski  commenced  in  the  middle  of  May.  In  the  period  from 
the  previous  November  to  July,  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding 
a suitable  Senior  Clerk.  Eventually  the  post  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Sabine. 

The  year  was  chosen  nationally  as  European  Conservation  Year  and 
many  fine  speeches  were  made  on  all  subjects  by  selected  speakers 
at  the  many  conferences  held.  There  was  a great  deal  of  activity  in 
this  sphere  which  had  somewhat  died  away  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  We  in  the  Health  Department,  work  on  in  the  daily  task  presented 
by  modern  progress.  The  privies  and  horse-drawn  carriages  have 
been  replaced  by  modern  hot-seated  flush  toilets  and  motor  cars.  The 
rivers  are  now  polluted  because  of  overloaded  sewage  treatment 
works  aggravated  by  chemical  wastes,  and  the  air  is  polluted  by 
discharges  from  the  internal  combustion  engine.  The  noise  of  the 
navvy’s  pick  and  spade  has  been  replaced  by  the  widespread  use  of 
pneumatic  drills  and  chisels. 

Everywhere  the  individual  is  bombarded  with  the  products  of 
modern  society.  Tower  blocks  of  loneliness  have  replaced  the  damp 
unfit  houses  in  areas  of  neighbourly  friendliness.  Problems  have  been 
created  because  of  a national  lack  of  environmental  appreciation. 

The  creation  of  a Department  of  the  Environment  is  one  born  out 
of  necessity.  Let  us  expect  that  the  proved  experience  of  Public  Health 
staff  will  be  utilised  to  the  full  to  ensure  that  the  safeguards  provided 
are  observed.  Many  disciplines  see  the  environmental  field  as  fresh 
pastures  but  let  there  be  no  doubt  cast  that  Public  Health  Inspectors 
are  the  dedicated  guardians  of  the  environment  and  can  show  nearly 
one  hundred  years  of  accumulated  experience  to  support  them. 
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Mr.  Eldon  Griffiths,  Under-Secretary  of  State,  said  in  his  foreword 
to  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  Annual  Report : 

“The  record  of  work  achieved  by  the  Inspectors  in  carrying  out 
their  duties  is  an  impressive  one.  Clearly  their  efforts  to  improve 
environmental  health  standards  are  meeting  with  considerable 
success”. 

I have  always  maintained  that  good  housing  is  a sound  foundation 
to  good  community  and  family  well-being  and  this  is  no  less  my 
conviction  today  than  it  was  twenty  years  ago.  Houses  should  be 
improved  and  given  up-to-date  amenities.  Some  families  in  Hove  still 
take  long  walks  to  have  a bath.  Others  may  well  be  unable  to  make  the 
journey.  They  have  to  manage — how?  Cold  nights  in  the  garden  are 
not  conducive  to  good  health  and  temper  when  nature  makes  demands 
at  the  wrong  time.  The  alternative  is,  to  say  the  least,  repulsive  to 
present  day  thinking. 

I am  pleased  to  observe  that  some  impetus  to  improvements  was 
given  in  the  1969  Housing  Act.  Owners  are  making  basements  fit  at  a 
steady  rate  but  this  is  still  governed  by  the  number  of  dwellings 
becoming  vacant.  Many  houses  which  are  in  multiple  occupation 
still  lack  adequate  sanitary  facilities  and  there  is  much  sharing  of 
toilets  and  baths.  Cooking  is  still  done  on  gas  rings  and  oil  heaters. 
The  fire  hazard  is  great  in  many  of  this  type  of  property  particularly 
when  occupied  by  elderly  and  infirm  tenants.  Greater  efforts  are 
required  to  demolish  these  conditions  but  the  policy  as  to  how  this 
should  be  done  must  be  decided  by  elected  representatives. 

During  the  last  two  years  all  the  hotels,  restaurants  and  cafes  have 
been  inspected  with  the  result  that  a better  understanding  has  been 
achieved  between  the  proprietors  and  the  Department.  I am  now 
satisfied  that  with  few  exceptions  the  facilities  and  conditions  of  these 
premises  are  very  much  better.  It  is  still  surprising,  however,  to  find 
that  hygiene  is  given  scant  attention  in  one  or  two  establishments. 
Outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  are  still  possible  because  meat  is  cooked 
and  stored  in  conditions  which  are  conducive  to  the  proliferation  of 
food  poisoning  organisms.  Advice  has  been  given  by  Inspectors  on 
several  occasions  and  mention  of  this  is  made  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  control  of  wild  pigeons  has  continued  successfully  during  the 
year  and  flocks  of  birds  congregating  within  the  Borough  are  now  at 
their  lowest  level  for  many  years.  Less  feeding  of  these  birds  has  been 
noted  and  this  has  resulted  in  reduced  attraction  at  the  various  regular 
feeding  places.  Occupiers  of  houses  are  asked  to  keep  a watchful  eye 
on  unprotected  openings  at  roof  level  which  allow  birds  to  enter.  In 
no  time  at  all  the  roof  space  can  become  home  for  many  birds  with  a 
consequent  build-up  of  filth.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  up  to  one  hundred 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  birds  to  roost  in  a roof  space  and  cause  large 
infestation  of  mites  and  deposit  bucketsful  of  filth.  The  distress 
subsequently  caused  should  be  avoided  by  preventing  infestations  in 
the  first  place. 
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The  cat  and  dog  flea  seems  to  be  on  the  increase  and  this  year  23 
more  houses  had  to  be  disinfested  than  last  year  due  to  the  presence 
of  one  or  other  of  this  type  of  flea.  The  presence  of  these  fleas  causes 
irritation  and  upset  both  to  the  occupants  and  the  pet  which  is  infested. 
Owners  of  pets  should  keep  a regular  check  on  their  animals  and  at 
the  first  sign  of  infestation  should  consult  their  veterinary  surgeon 
for  advice  on  treatment.  Whilst  making  reference  to  pets,  I would 
also  refer  to  the  other  persistent  nuisance  caused  through  dog  owners 
permitting  their  animals  to  foul  the  footpaths  and  public  spaces. 
There  is  a public  health  risk  in  this  practice  and  owners  of  pets 
should  train  their  dogs  to  use  gutters  and  the  dog  toilets. 

I have  just  highlighted  in  this  commentary  one  or  two  of  the 
aspects  of  the  work  but  there  are  many  others  of  equal  importance 
which  because  of  lack  of  space  and  time  I have  not  commented  upon. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Condon  and  staff  for  their  support 
and  help,  and  to  acknowledge  the  friendly  co-operation  received  from 
colleagues  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Council.

In  the  main  the  Regulations  have  presented  few  difficulties  in 
practice  although  the  occupiers  of  premises  affected  have  frequently 
expressed  surprise  when  asked  for  the  “competent  person’s” 
examination  report. 

The  most  common  defect  reported  concerns  fraying  suspension 
ropes  and  these  have  been  renewed  in  all  cases  within  a reasonable 
period.  However,  where  more  extensive  works  have  been  involved 
the  lift  engineering  companies  have  sometimes  appeared  to  be  dilatory 
in  completing  the  job.  In  two  cases  where  new  solid  liftway  doors 
have  been  ordered  the  manufacturers  have  been  unable  to  supply 
within  12  months. 

In  the  cases  where  works  called  for  have  not  been  completed 
within  6 months  and  a further  inspection  by  the  insurance  company’s 
engineer  reveals  the  same  defects,  we  have  no  evidence  to  suggest 
that  the  insurer  brings  any  pressure  to  bear  on  his  client.  In  one  case 
where  legal  proceedings  were  being  considered,  and  the  “competent 
person”  was  approached  with  a view  to  giving  evidence,  there  was  a 
marked  reluctance  to  becoming  involved. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

SECTION  48 

It  is  generally  found  that  a relatively  small  number  of  firms  appear 
to  have  accidents  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  In  fact,  it  is  apparent 
that  the  larger  companies  and  nationally  known  firms  are  the  ones 
that  are  most  aware  of  their  responsibilities. 

When  routine  visits  are  made  to  offices  and  shops  the  responsible 
inspectors  remind  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  need  to  notify  fatal 
accidents  or  those  involving  more  than  3 days  absence.  This  responsi- 
bility can  be  emphasised  when  defective  conditions  such  as  loose 
floor  covering  or  worn  stair  treads  are  found.  When  the  business 
owner  is  told  to  remedy  the  defect  because  of  the  risk  of  accident  it 
becomes  clear  that  he  is,  in  most  cases,  not  aware  of  this  duty.

FOOD  CONTROL 

During  1970,  32  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  presence 
of  extraneous  matter  in  food.  Once  again  it  was  found  that  food 
containing  insects  such  as  beetles,  ants  and  maggots  formed  the 
largest  number  of  complaints.  A large  number  of  complaints  were 
from  foods  containing  metal,  glass,  or  wood  objects.  This  type  of 
complaint  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  and  too  often  the  cause  can  be 
traced  to  negligence  and  carelessness  in  the  preparation,  packing  and 
storage  of  the  food.  A complaint  of  this  type  was  received  concerning 
glass  in  a scotch  egg.  The  glass  was  found  to  be  similar  to  that  found 
in  fluorescent  tubes,  and  indeed  on  investigation  the  company  con- 
cerned admitted  such  a tube  had  broken  in  their  preparation  room 
where  the  product  was  produced.  But  despite  efforts  by  the  factory 
personel  to  clean  up,  a piece  of  the  glass  still  found  its  way  into  the 
end  product. 

UNFIT  FOOD 

A total  of  44  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the  fitness 
for  consumption  of  14  varieties  of  food  products.  Again  a principal 
cause  for  complaint  concerned  mould  (12  cases)  and  decomposition. 
Six  of  this  type  of  complaint  involved  bread  and  confectionery. 
Complaints  regarding  mould  and  decomposition  indicate  that  the 
products  have  been  kept  too  long  between  manufacture  and  sale  and 
the  source  of  a complaint  can  quite  often  be  traced  to  insufficient  care 
in  exercising  proper  stock  rotation.

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FOOD  HYGIENE 

During  the  year  1,910  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  food 
premises  in  the  Borough.  As  a result  of  these  inspections  it  was 
necessary  to  serve  147  notices  in  respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.  All  but  one  of  these  contra- 
ventions were  remedied  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings,  and 
in  this  case  the  Corporation  instituted  proceedings  against  a cafe 
proprietor  for  failing  to  keep  his  premises  and  equipment  in  a satis- 
factory state  of  cleanliness. 

FOOD  HAWKERS 

During  the  year  33  inspections  were  carried  out  of  stalls,  mobile 
shops,  vending  machines  and  delivery  vehicles  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regu- 
lations, 1966,  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  eight  notices  for  contra- 
ventions of  the  Regulations.  These  contraventions  were  all  remedied 
without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

FOOD  POISONING 

The  most  common  form  of  food  poisoning  is  that  caused  by 
Salmonellae  organisms.  Food,  such  as  poultry,  may  either  contain 
these  organisms  naturally  or  be  contaminated  by  a human  carrier. 
On  2nd  September,  1970,  the  Public  Health  Department  received 
notification  of  a person  living  in  Hove  who  was  suffering  from  a 
Salmonella  infection. 

The  District  Public  Health  Inspector  immediately  went  to  investigate 
the  incident.  He  found  that  not  only  the  person  concerned  but  a 
number  of  her  relatives  also  exhibited  similar  symptoms.  As  these 
people  had  returned  to  their  home  at  Burgess  Hill  that  local  authority 
was  notified.  The  only  food  eaten  by  all  the  patients  was  turkey  in 
sandwiches  purchased  at  a local  public  house. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  then  visited  the  public  house  and 
requested  the  landlord  to  withdraw  the  remaining  turkey  from  sale. 
Specimens  of  the  turkey  together  with  faecal  specimens  from  the 
patient  and  the  landlord’s  wife  were  submitted  for  examination  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  results  of  this  examination  showed  that  all  the  specimens 
contained  Salmonella  reading.  Acting  on  this  information  the  land- 
lord’s wife  was  requested  to  discontinue  work  as  a food-handler  and 
specimens  were  obtained  from  the  remainder  of  the  staff.  Following 
positive  results  from  these  tests  a number  of  formal  notices  under  the 
Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  were  served  on 
members  of  the  staff.  These  notices  require  a food-handler  who  is 
suffering  from  food  poisoning  to  discontinue  such  work  until  he  is 
free  from  infection. 

The  turkeys  came  originally  from  a farm  in  another  district,  so  the 
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local  Public  Health  Department  was  requested  to  arrange  for  tests  to 
be  made  there.  Veterinary  Surgeons  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  took  many  samples,  but  none  revealed  any 
Salmonellae.  Drawing  and  freezing  of  the  birds  had  been  carried  out 
at  a shop  in  Hove.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  found  this  to  have  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene.  Subsequently  he  also  advised  on 
proper  methods  of  defrosting  and  cooking  of  the  turkeys. 

Investigations  continued  until  the  beginning  of  November  when 
the  employees  at  the  public  house  were  allowed  to  return  to  work. 

Outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  are  often  caused  by  meat  dishes 
served  on  the  day  after  they  are  first  cooked.  Usually  such  meat  is 
insufficiently  cooked,  cooled  too  slowly  and  eaten  either  cold  or 
‘‘warmed-up’’.  One  such  outbreak  occurred  at  a local  hotel  during 
the  Autumn. 

On  Monday,  19th  October,  the  hotel  manager  informed  the  Public 
Health  Department  that  a number  of  his  staff  had  been  taken  ill  during 
the  night. 

A Public  Health  Inspector  immediately  went  to  the  hotel  and 
discussed  the  incident  with  the  Manager.  The  symptoms  appeared 
first  at  about  10.0  p.m.  on  Sunday  and  continued  throughout  the 
night.  None  of  the  guests  suffered  any  illness. 

The  13  patients  had  all  dined  at  mid-day  on  Sunday  in  the  hotel. 
Their  meal  included  braised  meat  with  sauce  that  had  been  cooked 
on  the  previous  day.  None  of  the  staff  who  dined  at  the  hotel  on 
Saturday  only  was  affected.  The  symptoms  indicated  that  the  causal 
organism  was  clostridium  welchii  and  this  was  confirmed  by  laboratory 
examination  of  specimens  submitted. 

The  Manager  was  requested  to  take  all  the  affected  food-handlers 
off  duties  concerned  with  food  until  they  were  no  longer  a source  of 
infection.  This  he  agreed  to  do  and  no  subsequent  cases  occurred.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  not  only  to  inadequate  cleansing 
and  sterilisation  of  equipment  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  ice  cream, 
but  also  to  inattention  to  regular  clean-handling  of  the  product  by  the 
retailer.  In  some  instances  considerable  improvements  in  bacteriolo- 
gical standards  were  made  by  advice  given  to  shopkeepers  regarding 
the  thorough  and  regular  cleansing  of  their  serving  scoops  before 
serving  loose  ice  cream.

AIR  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  79  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  con- 
cerning air  pollution. 

In  connection  with  these  complaints  115  visits  were  made  and  six 
informal  notices  were  served.  Investigation  of  the  complaints  was 
made  in  each  case  and  where  justified  the  nuisance  was  remedied  by 
informal  action  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT. 

Twenty  complaints  of  noise  from  various  sources  was  made  to  the 
department.  A considerable  amount  of  time  was  needed  to  investigate 
these  complaints  and  166  visits  were  necessary  by  inspectors.  The 
majority  of  these  visits  involved  late  evening  or  night  observations. 
Six  informal  notices  were  served  requiring  abatement  of  noise  nuisance. 
Three  informal  notices  were  served  requiring  abatement  of  noise 
nuisance.

CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  BABIES 

During  the  year  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  agreed 
to  help  financially  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  a Mother  and 
Baby  Home  in  seven  cases,  compared  with  four  in  1969. 

Cases  are  referred  to  the  department  mainly  by  the  Chichester  Dio- 
cesan Moral  Welfare  Association,  and  occasionally  from  the  Southwark 
Children’s  Society.  The  Social  Workers  attached  to  the  association  or 
society  carry  out  the  necessary  investigations  and  make  all  arrangements 
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with  the  home  regarding  admission.  In  the  majority  of  instances  the 
girl  is  entitled  to  full  maternity  benefit  and  consequently  a proportion 
of  the  fees  are  recovered  in  this  way.  Very  occasionally  the  parents  or 
putative  father  make  a contribution. 

The  Council  make  an  annual  grant  to  the  Chichester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  towards  administrative  expenses. 

HOVE  DAY  NURSERY 

The  Nursery  remained  very  busy  and  full  to  capacity,  during  the 
year.  The  major  repairs  and  necessary  re-decorations  were  finished  in 
January  and  we  were  able  to  admit  the  full  complement  of  children. 

Attendances  were  very  high,  as  we  had  little  sickness  and  no 
epidemics  of  infectious  illnesesses,  during  the  year.  When  children 
were  away,  due  to  mothers  holidays  etc.,  the  places  were  used  for 
emergencies,  i.e.  temporary  help,  for  mothers  needing  hospital 
admission  etc.  Some  children  came  in  for  a few  days  only,  or  even 
less,  but  our  main  work  is  still  with  the  children  who  spend  most  of 
their  first  five  years  in  the  loving  care  of  dedicated  staff.  Working 
under  difficulty  they  try  to  enrich  the  lives  of  these  our  youngest 
citizens. 

We  have  worked  in  close  liaison  with  the  Nursery  Training  Centre, 
now  part  of  Brighton  Polytechnic.  Students  have  been  accepted  for 
periods  to  give  them  experience  with  the  very  young  child.  All  our 
own  students  passed  the  examination  of  the  N.N.E.B.  at  the  first 
attempt. 

Several  schools  in  the  area  sent  pupils  to  us,  so  that  the  girls  can 
gain  some  experience  of  child  behaivour.  Two  senior  pupils  from  a 
boy’s  college  started  to  comie  regularly  for  one  afternoon  a week. 
The  children  are  delighted  to  welcome  them,  especially  the  little 
bovs. 

We  have  also  had  the  usual  parties  of  pupil  nurses  and  other  students. 
Our  year  ended  with  the  Christmas  parties,  when  His  Worship  the 
Mayor  of  Hove  and  the  Mayoress,  spent  a short  time  with  us.

HEALTH  VISITING 

This  year  has  seen  the  start  of  the  Computerisation  of  the  Vaccination 
and  Immunisation  records  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  majority  of 
the  General  Practitioners  were  using  the  new  system.  During  the 
change-over  to  this  system  the  Health  Visitors  have  been  involved  in 
much  extra  work  and  those  Health  Visitors  attached  to  General 
Practitioners  now  using  the  Computer  are  assisting  in  the  surgeries 
at  the  regular  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  sessions. 

With  the  advent  of  these  sessions  at  the  General  Practitioners’ 
surgeries  there  has  been  a drop  in  the  numbers  of  those  attending  the 
Local  Authority  Clinics  and  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the  number  of 
these  Clinics  as  it  became  clear  that  there  was  no  further  need  for  a 
particular  session. 

The  staff  position  has  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
Mrs.  Goldsmith  retired  in  February  after  fifteen  years  of  service  and 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Grant,  who  successfully  completed  the  Health 
Visitor  Course  in  September.  We  welcomed  Mrs.  Greenwood  to  our 
staff  in  May. 

The  Geriatric  Health  Visiting  staff  were  brought  up  to  establishment 
early  in  the  year  with  the  appointment  of  Miss  Thomas.  The  demands 
on  this  service  have  continued  to  be  of  a very  heavy  nature.  Regular 
personal  contact  is  now  made  with  the  Geriatric  Department  of 
Brighton  General  Hospital.  The  Medical  Social  Worker  from  the 
hospital  attends  the  Geriatric  Conference  held  each  week  at  Shirley 
Street,  and  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  attends  the  hospital  each 
Tuesday  morning  and  is  present  at  the  Geriatrician’s  ward  round. 
We  are  much  indebted  to  the  hospital  for  their  co-operation  in  making 
this  possible.

MIDWIFERY 

The  staff  position  gradually  improved  during  the  year  and  by 
September  we  were  up  to  establishment.  This  enabled  us  to  re- 
commence the  scheme  whereby  the  domiciliary  midwives  deliver 
certain  mothers  in  Southlands  Hospital  and  continue  to  nurse  them 
on  their  return  home. 

The  new  maternity  unit  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital  opened 
at  the  beginning  of  October.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  after  three 
months  of  operation  by  the  new  unit,  it  was  becoming  obvious  that 
the  new  unit  would  greatly  affect  the  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwife. 
Mothers  and  babies  are  discharged  earlier  than  previously  and  the 
numbers  of  these  mothers  discharged  from  hospital  requiring  visits 
from  the  domiciliary  midwife  is  rapidly  increasing. 

We  have  continued  to  take  Part  II  pupil  midwives  from  Cuckfield 
Hospital.  During  the  year  4 pupils  have  completed  with  us  the  district 
part  of  this  training.

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DISTRICT  NURSING 

No  major  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  replacing  staff  who  have  resigned  or  retired  fairly  quickly. 
Miss  McCallum  retired  in  November  after  seventeen  years  of  service 
in  Hove. 

Three  members  of  staff  have  taken  the  National  District  Nurse 
Training  Course  and  all  three  were  successful  in  obtaining  their 
certificates. 

The  pattern  of  work  has  continued  as  in  the  previous  year,  with 
many  seriously  ill  and  handicapped  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 
More  and  more  emphasis  is  being  laid  on  community  care,  putting  an 
increasingly  heavy  burden  on  the  district  nurses. 

The  cases  nursed  are  largely  those  in  the  geriatric  age  group  which 
are  causing  and  are  associated  with  many  social  problems. 

Time  is  needed  by  the  staff  to  keep  “up  to  date”  and  a number  of 
talks  and  films  have  been  given  to  the  staff  during  the  year.  A number 
of  the  staff  have  also  attended  refresher  courses  during  the  year.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

A major  change  in  the  management  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisa- 
tion procedures  took  place  in  1970  in  the  form  of  the  computerisation 
of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  records. 

The  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May  and  the  principal 
is  as  follows  : 

The  computer  at  County  Hall,  Lewes,  is  given  the  following 

information  : 

(1)  the  name,  address  and  date  of  birth  of  a child  ; 

(2)  details  of  the  child’s  family  doctor  ; 

(3)  the  doctor’s  chosen  day  or  days  for  carrying  out  his  vacci- 
nations and  immunisations  ; 

(4)  details  of  the  current  Schedule  of  Immunisation  in  use. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  sent  a consent  form  for  each  child  and  is 
responsible  for  obtaining  the  consent  signature  from  the  parents. 

Once  a General  Practitioner  is  in  the  scheme,  all  Vaccinations  and 
Immunisations  for  his  Practice  are  usually  carried  out  by  him  and 
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from  the  information  supplied,  the  computer  will  produce  for  every 
participating  doctor  : 

(a)  a list  of  patients  due  to  attend,  indicating  the  exact  procedure 
due  and  the  time  of  the  appointment  given  ; 

(b)  a stamped  addressed  invitation  to  the  parent  of  each  child 
due  for  a procedure,  giving  details  of  the  day,  time  and  place 
of  the  appointment. 

The  appointment  sheet  with  “attenders”  and  “non-attenders” 
marked,  is  returned  after  each  surgery  and  this  information  is  fed  into 
the  computer  in  order  that  the  next  month’s  run  will  be  up-to-date. 
On  this  information  the  computer  also  calculates  fees  due  to  doctors. 

The  initial  preparation  of  this  scheme  has  been,  and  still  is,  a very 
marathon  task.  It  was  decided  that  not  only  the  records  of  new  Births 
and  Inward  Transfers  should  be  fed  into  the  computer,  but  also  those 
of  children  born  since  the  1st  January,  1965  and  it  has  been  the  com- 
piling of  this  information  which  has  been  the  major  problem. 

I am  personally  visiting  each  General  Practitioner  in  my  area, 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Stacey  who  is  responsible  for  computer  Adminis- 
tration in  my  department,  in  order  to  explain  the  system  to  them. 
The  Health  Visitor  attached  to  the  Practice  attends  the  Doctor’s 
computer  sesssions,  and  following  our  visit,  she  calls  and  discusses 
with  him,  details  regarding  this.  Then  follows  the  major  task  of 
obtaining  the  information  required  regarding  the  older  children,  from 
the  General  Practitioners’  and  Clinic  records.  I received  Committee 
approval  to  engage  a temporary  clerk  to  assist  with  this  work  and  it 
is  hoped  that  by  the  Autumn  the  scheme  will  be  operating  fully. 

I have  no  wish  to  belabour  here  the  many  many  problems  which 
have  arisen  from  the  introduction  of  this  scheme,  because  in  the 
initial  stages  of  such  a major  change  as  this,  difficulties  are  only  to  be 
expected.  I do  feel,  hov^ever,  that  it  must  hold  promise  of  improving 
the  levels  of  immunity.  Most  parents  are  far  from  being  indifferent 
to  protection  against  infectious  diseases  for  their  children,  but  without 
regular  reminders  of  treatment  due  some  tend  to  be  forgetful  in  this 
matter. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  General  Practitioners,  a lot  of  their 
paper  work  is  reduced  and  those  who  have  now  been  operating  the 
scheme  for  some  months  and  have  therefore  overcome  the  initial 
problems,  seem  very  satisfied. 

With  regard  to  the  administration  within  my  department,  it  would 
be  quite  wrong  to  say  that  there  is  any  reduction  in  the  quantity  of 
work.  While  the  computer  eliminates  the  hand-sorting  of  cards  and 
recording  of  statistics,  etc.,  for  those  children  within  the  specified  age 
group,  this  work  just  takes  another  form,  because  obviously  the 
computer  will  only  produce  results  from  the  information  put  into  it 
and  therefore  it  is  the  human  element  which  has  to  supply  the 
information  and  which  must  be  completely  accurate. 
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Our  Clinics  at  present  have  Locum  Doctors  in  attendance  and  as 
more  children’s  records  are  fed  into  the  computer,  so  the  number  of 
injections  required  to  be  given  by  them  will  reduce. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

A major  change  in  the  management  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisa- 
tion procedures  took  place  in  1970  in  the  form  of  the  computerisation 
of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  records. 

The  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May  and  the  principle 
is  as  follows  : — 

The  computer  at  County  Hall  Lewes  is  given  the  following  informa- 
tion : — 

(1)  the  name,  address  and  date  of  birth  of  a child. 

(2)  details  of  the  child’s  family  doctor. 

(3)  the  doctor’s  chosen  day  or  days  for  carrying  out  his  Vaccinations 
and  Immunisations. 

(4)  details  of  the  current  Schedule  of  Immunisation  in  use.

Once  a General  Practitioner  is  in  the  scheme,  all  Vaccinations  and 
Immunisations  for  his  Practice  are  usually  carried  out  by  him  and  from 
the  information  supplied,  the  computer  will  produce  for  every  partici- 
pating doctor  : — 

(a)  a list  of  patients  due  to  attend,  indicating  the  exact  procedure 
due  and  the  time  of  the  appointment  given. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

Here  again,  routine  vaccination  has  taken  place  during  the  year, 
with  more  children  visiting  their  General  Practitioners  for  this,  than 
in  previous  years. 

The  School  Doctor  visited  the  Secondary  and  Grammar  Schools 
in  the  Spring,  in  order  to  give  booster  doses  of  Polio  and  Tetanus 
Vaccine  to  15  year  old  children. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  computer  system,  the  School  Doctor 
no  longer  visits  the  Infants’  Schools  each  term,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  5 year  old  booster.  This  is  given  by  the  General  Practitioner 
prior  to  school  entry  when  the  child  is  4|  years  of  age.

Routine  immunisation  has  continued  as  usual,  the  intervals  between 
doses  being  as  set  out  in  the  schedule  introduced  in  October  1968, 
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WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 


The  Sussex  Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  serves 
the  needs  of  lifelong  deaf  people  in  the  Borough  of  Hove,  helping 
them  to  overcome  problems  which  arise  from  unavoidable  isolation. 

At  the  end  of  1970,  33  deaf  and  5 blind-deaf  were  registered  in  the 
Borough.  These  were  visited  at  home,  and  the  majority  also  joined 
in  club  activities  at  St.  Stephen’s,  Montpelier  Place,  Brighton.  A 
mid-week  badminton  club  was  formed  in  November.  Seven  deaf 
schoolchildren  were  also  registered,  some  of  whom  attend  the  clubs 
at  weekends. 

Deaf-blind  people  were  brought  to  the  monthly  social,  and  two  of 
them  enjoyed  a holiday  with  the  help  of  interpreters  to  keep  them  in 
touch  with  events. 

Interpreting  and  casework  help  has  been  given  on  several  occasions. 
In  a dispute  between  neighbours,  both  parties  were  visited  to  unwind 
a tension  which  might  not  have  arisen  had  the  original  communica- 
tions been  fluent.  A man  needed  help  in  making  wedding  arrangements 
in  Worcester  with  a bride  from  Ipswich.  A couple  were  prepared  for 
marriage.  A woman  whose  work  problems  stemmed  from  a mild 
persecution  complex  was  given  support,  and  successfully  placed  in 
new  employment.  Explanation  was  given  over  tax,  house  improve- 
ment a ndsimilar  matters.  Visits  were  made  to  deaf  people  in  hospital.

The  League  of  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  Brighton  Hove  and  District 
have  continued  to  do  excellent  work  in  this  particular  field  during  the 
year,  and  the  following  gives  some  indication  of  their  activities. 

The  League  meets  weekly  and  in  the  social  line  whist  drives,  slide 
and  film  shows  and  concert  party  entertainments  form  part  of  the 
programme  and  as  well  as  the  usual  excursions  a special  free  outing 
was  provided  through  the  generosity  of  the  Brighton  Lions  Club. 
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Lipreading  classes  continue  to  be  popular,  and  these  are  open  to 
the  general  public  as  well,  and  in  addition  Clear  Speech  tuition  is 
provided  once  a month. 

The  Trade  Stall  regularly  contributes  to  funds  and  the  Bring  and 
Buy  Sale  is  another  source  of  revenue  to  which  the  sale  of  Christmas 
cards,  raffles  and  the  Thrist  Club  all  donate. 

Visits  and  small  gifts  are  made  to  members  absent  through  illness. 

The  League  celebrated  its  23rd  Birthday  in  the  autumn  and  earlier 
in  the  year  Vice-President  Rev.  A.  G.  Webb  conducted  what  has  now 
become  an  annual  Church  Service. 

For  many  years  the  League  has  had  its  own  Newsletter  and  this 
has  now  been  restyled  and  is  produced  on  the  duplicator  donated  by 
one  of  its  members. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE  1970— HOVE 

In  view  of  the  very  large  number  of  elderly  residents  in  the  town,  it 
is  a continual  battle  to  keep  the  waiting  list  down  to  reasonable 
proportions,  and  on  occasions  it  is  unfortunately  necessary  to  close 
the  list.  The  list  is  reopened  at  the  first  available  opportunity. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  our  inability  to  extend  this  service  is  mainly  due 
to  the  shortage  of  local  chiropodists  willing  to  take  on  this  work  for 
the  Local  Authority.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  employment 
of  a full-time  chiropodist  on  the  Council  staff,  but  this  would  involve 
considerably  more  expenditure  and  it  is  very  doubtful  if  many  more 
patients  would  benefit. 

During  the  year  the  fee  was  increased  to  3/6d.  per  treatment. 
Patients  in  receipt  of  supplementary  benefit  from  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security  were  not  asked  to  pay  anything. 

Once  again  we  are  grateful  for  the  help  given  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE  1970 


Report  by  Dr.  N.  I.  Condon,  School  Medical  Officer 

The  year  under  review  has  been  a difficult  one  due  to  the  shortage 
of  medical  staff  in  established  posts.  Doctor  Blomfield,  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  left  the  department  early  in  the  year  to 
take  up  a post  in  another  authority,  and  prior  to  his  departure  had 
been  away  from  the  department  for  some  time.  Dr.  Toal  , Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  left  on  31st  May,  1970,  and  since  that  time 
I have  been  administering  the  service  myself,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
number  of  sessional  doctors.  Without  their  help  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  carry  out  our  statutory  duties,  and  I am  indeed  most 
grateful  to  all  of  them  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.  Their 
duties  were  mainly  concerned  with  the  routine  medical  examinations 
of  school  children,  the  basis  of  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  assessment  of  handicapped  children  is  most  important,  and 
most  of  this  work  I carried  out  myself,  as  well  as  the  routine  day  to 
day  administration  and  enquiries  which  have  got  to  be  dealt  with, 
and  I am  grateful  to  Mrs.  Reynolds,  the  Senior  Clerk,  who  having  no 
previous  experience  in  school  work  carried  out  her  duties  in  an 
excellent  manner. 

In  1970  there  was  a very  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
who  had  a full  medical  examination  compared  with  1969  and  it  is 
essential  that  this  work  should  not  be  neglected  because  of  the  shortage 
of  medical  staff. 

More  and  more  authorities  are  replacing  the  intermediate  medical 
examination  with  a selective  type  examination.  In  other  words  not  all 
children  due  for  the  intermediate  examination  have  one.  The  decision 
as  to  which  child  shall  or  shall  not  have  an  examination  depends  on 
the  information  received  from  a questionnaire  sent  to  the  parents  of 
all  children  who  were  due  to  have  this  examination.  In  addition 
information  is  also  received  from  the  Head  Teacher,  School  Nurse 
and  Health  Visitor,  and  if  necessary  the  child’s  General  Practitioner, 
and  the  decision  to  carry  out  a medical  examination  is  made  after 
discussion  by  the  School  Doctor.  There  is  always  the  danger  that  a 
child  who  has  been  left  out  should  in  fact  have  the  examination  because 
of  some  condition  not  identifiable  from  the  questionnaire  and  the 
information  received. 

Further  consideration  will  be  given  to  this  method  of  selective 
medical  examination  when  the  staff  position  improves. 

Though  there  is  a reduction  in  the  number  of  individual  pupils 
found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  there  are  still  too  many  cases 
reported.  The  total  number  of  examinations  has  been  stepped  up  and 
more  pressure  will  be  exerted  on  the  parents  and  pupils  to  ensure  a 
significant  reduction  in  the  numbers.  It  is  noted  that  it  is  usually  the 
same  families  involved  and  some  of  these  are  well  known  to  the  other 
services  operating  in  the  Borough. 
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The  Education  Authority  is  responsible  for  ascertaining  which 
children  over  the  age  of  two  require  special  educational  treatment. 
It  is  essential  that  all  handicapped  pupils  are  detected  as  early  as 
possible.  The  School  Health  Service  learns  of  these  handicapped 
pupils  from  various  sources,  including  the  local  Consultants,  General 
Practitioners,  Infant  Welfare  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors.  We  are 
fortunate  that  a very  good  relationship  exists  in  this  area  and  the 
attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to  the  General  Practitioners  team  has 
improved  greatly  this  close  liaison.

Ail  these  children  were  satisfactorily  placed  to  meet  their  own  special 
individual  needs. 


The  Child  Guidance  Service  continues  to  be  very  busy,  although  the 
figures  show  a slight  reduction  on  the  previous  year.  Behaviour 
problems  account  for  50%  of  those  children  referred.  Nowadays 
many  parents  are  too  caught  up  in  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  “Jones’s” 
that  little  time  can  or  is  being  devoted  to  what  used  to  be  called  a 
“normal  home  life”.  A Parent  Guidance  Clinic  might  be  the  answer. 

The  protection  of  our  young  children  against  tuberculosis  is  one 
of  the  important  tasks  carried  out  by  the  local  authority.  This  year’s 
figures  show  a considerable  reduction  on  the  previous  year.  This  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  in  1969  the  work  was  carried  out  on  two 
separate  groups  of  children,  but  in  the  year  under  review  we  returned 
to  our  more  usual  practice  of  protecting  just  the  one  group  and  no 
child  who  should  have  had  the  B.C.G.  has  been  left  out,  except  at  the 
express  disapproval  of  the  parent  or  because  as  a result  of  the  Heaf 
test,  it  was  not  necessary  for  them  to  have  the  injection. 

The  School  Dental  Service  continues  to  give  excellent  service. 
During  the  year  the  Ministry  complemented  the  Borough  on  the  work 
it  was  doing  in  this  field.  In  Mr.  Amdor,  the  Area  Dental  Officer, 
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the  Borough  has  an  officer  of  the  highest  ability,  not  only  as  a dentist 
but  also  as  an  administrator,  and  I would  like  to  thank  him  and  his 
staff  for  their  excellent  work. 

To  Mr.  O’Sullivan,  Borough  Education  Officer,  and  his  Department 
I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  help.  Doctor  Watson 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Mr.  K.  Fenton  Evans,  County 
Dental  Officer  have  always  been  most  helpful  and  I am  most  grateful 
for  the  support  I have  received  from  them  and  their  staff. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  could  not  be  carried 
out  without  the  help  of  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staff.  They  do 
put  themselves  out  to  help  us,  even  if  we  are  a bit  of  a nuisance  at 
times,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  for  their  co-operation. 

To  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee  and  Special  Services 
Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  efforts  and  support  during  the 
year. 

Finally  to  members  of  my  own  staff,  who  in  their  own  small  way 
get  through  a considerable  amount  of  work,  I would  like  to  say 
“thank  you”  for  relieving  me  of  many  of  the  headaches  during  a very 
difficult  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  AREA  DENTAL  OFFICER  BOROUGH  OF  HOVE 

The  staff  consists  of  Area  Dental  Officer  Mr.  A.  R.  Amdor,  L.D.S., 
R.C.S.(Edin.);  Dental  Officer  Mr.  A.  P.  Spackman,  L.D.S. 
R.C.S.(Edin.);  Dental  Auxuliary  Miss  P.  A.  Wood  (resigned  31.7.70) 
Dental  Surgery  Assistants  Mrs.  I.  Marriott  (nee  Miss  I.  Ward)  and 
Mrs.  V.  C.  Fisher.  In  addition  we  have  part-time  services  of  Dr.  D. 
Barker,  L.D.S. , Dip. Orth. R.C.S.,  M.R.C.S.,  I^.R.C  .P.,  as  our 
consultant  orthodontist  and  Dr.  G.  N.  Fisher  F.F.A  as  our  consultant 
anaesthetist. 

The  treatment  of  the  priority  classes  (pre-school  children,  school 
children,  nursing  and  expectant  mothers)  is  our  obligation  under  our 
terms  of  service. 

Our  principal  task  is  the  planned,  regular  inspection  and  treatment 
of  the  school  population  and  we  particularly  address  ourselves  to  this. 
The  systematic  inspection  of  the  school  population  keeps  us  informed 
at  all  times  of  the  dental  state  of  all  the  school  pupils  in  the  Hove 
area.  It  allows  us,  too,  to  review  our  work  from  time  to  time  and  gives 
us  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  treatment  carried  out  for  school 
pupils  who  do  not  attend  our  clinics.  Inspecffons  have  gone  well  and 
we  have  been  able  to  reach  the  position  at  which  every  pupil  in  the 
Hove  area  is  assured  of  at  least  one  dental  inspection  at  school  per 
annum.  Many  of  our  junior  and  infant  pupils  are  now  able  to  have  two 
inspections  at  school  per  annum.  In  addition  we  run  a recall  system  so 
that  a child  can  be  recalled  at  regular  intervals  of  three  or  four  months 
if  the  dental  officer  considers  this  to  be  necessary. 

The  maintenance  and  preservation  of  a dentition  are  of  paramount 
importance.  The  restoration  of  decayed  or  decaying  teeth,  therefore 
takes  up  the  greatest  part  of  our  clinical  time.  It  is,  therefore,  gratifying 
to  see  that  conservation  of  the  teeth  makes  up  the  overwhelming  part 
of  our  work  and  that  extractions  and  dentures  takes  up  only  a small 
fraction  of  our  time. 

The  orthodontic  treatment  carried  out  by  Dr.  Barker  is  much 
appreciated  and  he  is  kept  extremely  busy  and  there  is  now  quite  a 
waiting  list.  He  gives  us  one  who  day  per  fortnight  and  the  cases  are 
referred  to  him  by  the  dental  officers  who  find  them  during  school 
inspections.  Also  parents  anxious  of  their  child’s  appearance  often 
come  and  ask  for  this  treatment. 

We  now  have  a full  time  dental  auxiliary  at  Conway  Court  and  she 
is  doing  good  work.  It  is  our  intention  to  use  a good  part  of  her  time 
in  dental  education  and  instruction  in  oral  hygiene. 

This  is  a part  of  our  work  which  has  required  more  emphasis  than 
we  have  been  able  to  give  to  it  in  the  past  due  to  pressure  of  other 
work,  but  it  is  considered  that  a dental  auxiliary  is  particularly  suited 
to  this  type  of  work.  In  previous  years  we  have  had  no  planned  dental 
health  education  but  we  now  hope  to  remedy  that  situation.  In  this 
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connection  the  absence  of  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply  which  is, 
of  course,  the  only  real  measure  able  to  make  a meaningful  attack  on 
the  incidence  of  dental  decay  is  to  be  regretted. 

Mr.  Spackman  attended  the  annual  conference  of  the  British  Dental 
Association  held  in  Manchester  in  June  and  Mr.  Amdor  attended  a 
course  in  children’s  dentistry  at  Oxford  in  September. 

Mrs.  Marriott  is  to  be  congratulated  on  passing  her  dental  nurses 
examination  in  June,  so  that  now  both  our  dental  surgery  assistants 
hold  their  dental  nurses  certificate. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Special  Services  Committee 
for  their  continued  support.  I should  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Condon 
(M.O.H.)  for  his  ever  ready  advice  and  help  and  Mr.  O’Sullivan 
(B.E.O.)  for  his  co-operation  at  all  times.  I am  also  grateiul  for  the 
assistance  from  the  County  Chief  Dental  Officer  Mr.  K.  Fenton-Evans 
and  Dr.  Watson  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  medical,  nursing 
and  clerical  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year  and  all  head  teachers 
for  their  co-operation.
